1 inform the public that I intend tocommence the 
instruction of Youth on Monday, the lst of Decem- 
ber next, in the school house on 9th, between E and 
F streets, at present vccupied by Dr. P. Smith. The 
same system of government, instructivn, and indus- 
try, will be introduced and waintained which char- 
acterized eastern and central Academies which I 
built, and conducted for 24 years in this city, and 
where thousands of both sexes were instructed. 
The house will be in complete order by day-light at 
all seasons, the teachers at their posts ready to re- 
ceiye the scholars. I know, by long experience, the 
bad effects that even afew holidays (correctly call- 
ed idle days) have. I consider a vacation of six 
days a loss of eighte days to the scholars, fur the 
fullowing reasons: First, because, for some days 
before the expected vacation, the children are dis- 
tracted planning how they shall dress, feast, visit, 
&c.; secondly, when the idle days are over, they re- 
turn to schoul with reluctance, have a great aver- 
sion to study, some are sick for weeks alter. Tn fact 
the teachers themselves are bewildered; they forget 
where they left off, and know not where to begin. 
In short, it is afact well known, that idleness is 
hurtful in the extreme to health, morals, and im- 
provement. When I gave eight or ten idle days in 
August, more of my scholars were sick these days 
than during the whole year. I quit the unjust prac- 
riey and received the kind thanks of my patrons 

or it. 

I never did, I never will, permit the youth com- 
mitted to my care to destroy their time in idleness 
and vice, and receive money from their parents 
without trying to give full value for it. Very few 
idle days will be allowed. The teacher who toler- 
ates his scholars to wander at large tor days and 
weeks together, when they ought to be at school im- 
proving their time in useful information and habits 
of industry, receives large sums of money for which 
he gives no value, sports with the bodies and souls 
of those unfortanate children committed to his 
charge; he deprives society of its most valuable 
rights, and justly merits the execration of the pre- 
sent and future generations—bis crimes are ten-fold 
more henious than those of thousands who spend 
their lives in penitentiaries. 

Mr. Smith continues in the establishment; a gen- 
tleman who knows his duty and performs it ably; he 
is well known to the public. 

The English, Greek, Latin, French, Mathematics 
will be carefully taught. 

An Academy will be erected ina few weeks, to 
accommodate the english and classical students in 
separate departments.

and Leonidas;King of Sparta, with 300 
Spartans, met and stopped this great army 
at the Straits of Thermopyle, which and 
the confederatc flect of Greece, amounting 
to 300 sail, defeated this mighty army, 
took bis men prisosers, captured his ‘bag- 
gage, and scattered his ships to the winds. 
Xerxes, whose ficet and army covered both 
land: and water for'fifty miles, was defeat- 
ed by those few brave mexi—fost every 
thing, and fled for his, life—re-crossed 
the Hellespont ina fishing-boat, covered 
with shame and disgrace! We merely re- 
fep.to this incident, to remind our fellow- 
citizens what virtue and courage can a-
